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Fighting Inflation With Two Hands 


The seven per cent tax credit for plant 


expansion investments proved itself a spur 
to the economy after its introduction 
during the administration of President 
Kennedy. Now, President Johnson says, the 
suspension of the tax credit last year has 
proved itself a drag and should be restored 
to again encourage expansion of the 
economy. 


In view of the record of success of the 


device and of the record of an economy 
which did slow down last year, there is 
little reason to argue with the President's 
request that the seven per cent tax credit 
be restored. It is expected to receive 
prompt approval in the House Ways and 
Means Committee, which must originate 
tax legislation, and from the Congress. 


But Rep. John Byrnes of Green Bay. the 


ranking Republican on the Ways and Means 
Committee, has raised a difficult question 
which is facing Congress as a result. The 
Congress, Mr. Byrnes reminds, still has 
before it the President's State of the Union 
message request for a general six per cent 
surtax on income taxes. 


"How can we march up the hill with a 


big tax cut for certain taxpayers and then a 
few weeks later march down the bill with a 
tax boost?" Byrnes has asked. 


This is, of course, a tough political 


question. But it is more than that. It is an 
economic question concerned with the 
nation's struggle against inflation. 


The President's State of the Union 


message put the surtax request in the form 
of a "war tax." something of a departure 
from Mr. Johnson's stance in 1966 that the 
nation could have both guns and butter 
without worrying about the financial con- 
sequences. The taxpayer should not object 
to paying a few more cents a day in income 
taxes in view of the sacrifices being made 


by the man in Vietnam, was the way the 
President put it, 


But between the lines, there was more 


than the plea for patriotism in the 
•President's request Even with the surtax 
which will raise about $5 billion in taxes, 
the budget proposed by the President for 
the next fiscal year will have a deficit of 
more than $8 billion. And the uncertainties 
over the financial cost of Vietnam and 
some of the bookkeeping devices used by 
the administration make it probable that 
the deficit will be higher than S3 billion. 


Thus, regardless of the stated patriotic 


reasons for the "war tax," the fact is that it 
is also an anti-inflation measure to cut 
down the size of the budget deficit from 
what it would be without the surtax. The 
administration now is saying seven per cent 
investment credit should be restored to 
give the economy a shot in the arm and 
that the six per cent general income surtax 
is needed to cut down the deficit to try to 
control inflation. 


The need for restoring the investment 


tax credit and its effectiveness on helping 
economic expansion have been demon- 
strated. But its restoration will make the 
case for the President's six per cent surtax 
less convincing, quite apart from the 
political worries which wiH face congress- 
men and senators. 


As men like Mr. Byrnes in the Congress 


have pointed out, the first route for 
fighting inflation, particularly because of 
the uncertainties of Vietnam, should be to 
cut the budget deficit by searching for 
spending requests which can be reduced or 
delayed. The President's explanation of 
why the investment tax credit should be 
restored makes a reduction in the deficit 
through budget reductions all the more 
necessary.

Tfie French Election 


The defeat at the polls of many of the 


supporters of the policies of President 
Charles de Gaulle cannot be easily laid to 
any one complaint or dissatisfaction. 
France has a conglomeration of political 
parties and the actual voting reasons may 
be cast aside in the necessary coalition of 
different parties in efforts to wield power. 
But certainly the defeat was a blow to Le 
Grande Charles, whether or not he admits 
it even to himself. 


The defeat was also unexpected since 


the voters the Sunday before in electing 81 
members of the National Assembly had 
definitely favored the Gaullists. After that 
round it was predicted that the President's 
party would be slightly cut in its majority 
and that most of the defectors would go 
to the various left parties leaving the 
middle of the road group with virtually no 
power. 


But after the second day's voting, the 


Gaullists ended up with the smallest of 
majorities, exactly one member more than 
half in the National Assembly. The strong- 
est opposition did turn out to be the Left — 
the Communist Party, the Federation of 
the Left and the Socialist Unity Party — 
but the balance of power seems now to 
have swung to the Centrists behind the 
leadership of Jean Lecanuet.

But it remains to be seen 
whether Lecanuet and his followers can 
persuade the Left to join with them in 
influencing De Gaulle. A complete lack of 
ability to come to agreement could mean 
the dissolving of the government and new 
national elections but, since De Gaulle's 
position as president is safe for several 
more years, it is unlikely he will call for 
such extreme action. 


Because of the fragmentation of French 


political parties and ideas, the election 
cannot be certainly viewed as a French 
rejection of De Gaulle's policies over the 
last few years. France is economically 
healthy although the swing to the Left 
indicates that more people want to share in 
the prosperity. 


De Gaulle has naver been a politician in 


seeking means of agreement, deals and 
concessions. The change in the Assembly 
may force some curtailment of Ms efforts 
to promote French interests regardless of 
what happens to the rest of Europe but it is 
unlikely to change his tactics very much or 
his mind at all

HUGE TURNOVER 


Business came. aH right. 


One of the astonishing discov- 
eries of the Citizens was that 
the turnover in one of then- 
slums was an astonishing 80 
per cent. Moreover, the Citi- 
zens found that costs were 
such as to require increasing 
the rents over the old rate — 
indeed, rents were tripled by 
the new, philanthropic land- 
lords, from the old rate of S23 
per month charged by the 
slumlords, to a new rate of 
S65. with the result that many 
old tenants moved out. 


But did they then make their 


handsome profit? Instead of 
turning in the predicted profit 
of 8 per cent, the Citizens 
turned in a loss of 3 per cent. 
And that, as the saying goes, 
blew it. The experiment was 
officially hailed as a bust. 
"After four years as the 
owners of two tenements oa 
the Lower East Side." the 
New York Times solemnly 
introduced the story, "a lead- 
ing civic group has decided 
that it is virtually impossible 
for a landlord to maintain 
decent living conditions in a 
slum area and make a fair 
profit." "It soon became

dear." said the chief Citizen 
Mr. Roger Starr, "that you 
couldn't make any profit at 
alL It simply costs more 
money to keep up your proper- 
ty than you collect from rents 
at this level of the economic 
system.''

What else was 


learned? 
VANDALISM HIGH 


For one thing, according to 


the Citizens, that the cost of 
vandalism is very high. They 
did not put a figure on it, but 
perhaps the final report will 
estimate it. For another, we 
learn the obvious, that there is 
a "high cost of maintenance 
and materials." The Citizens' 
conclusions are that it will 
prove impossible to relieve the 
housing situation by attracting 
private investment into the 
slums. You just can't make a 
profit, they say, at the rates 
you have to pay, and in 
dealing with the kind of people 
you have to deal with. 
" What kind of people? People 
who move in and out of 
tenements at a great rate, and 
leave the quarters they inhabit 
in very bad condition: who fail 
to do their own elementary 
maintenance: and who vandal- 
ize at a prodigious rate. The 
answer, the Citizens say. is — 
you guessed it — Public Hous- 
ing. 


Senator Charles Percy has 


been advocating a plan which 
would permit slum residents 
to buy their own apartments, 
the idea being that by actually 
acquiring o w n e r s h i p , they 
would look after their quarters 
lovingly and with pride. Not 
feasible, say the Citizens. It is 
simply too complicated to 
maintain a building, and the 
kind of people who live in 
slums have not acquired the 
necessary e x p e r i e n c e nor 
sense of responsibility. More- 
over, they would not'think of 
an apartment as truly their 
own unless they made a sub- 
stantial down payment — and 
how is that to be connived? 


Problems enough to drive 


the average Citizen into the 
hands of the Federal Govern- 
ment. The unaverage citizen is 
liable to ask: wasn't the 
Citizens Housing and Planning 
Council the Federal Govenv 
ment in miniature? And don't 
we therefore have something 
to learn from its failure?

The legislature's memorial, 


or petition, to the Congress 
says in effect that the new 
federal act imposes excessive- 
ly heavy financial burdens on 
the state treasury. It also says 
the n a t i o n a l government 
should allow Wisconsin to pur- 
sue its own '•'historic'' policy 
acd program in resolving the 
problem of cluttered roadsides 
and exploitation of the native 
landscape for commercial 
ends. 


STATE RECORD BARREN* 


But what is the policy of this 


state in that regard? 


The record is barren of anv 


evidence that might be per- 
suasive to those many private 
citizens who are concerned 
about natural beauty and the 
destruction of scenic values 
that has been permitted with- 
out pretense of resistance or 
control from statehouse politi- 
cians here or elsewhere. 


On the word of officials of 


the State Highway Department 
whose credibility is good, the 
federal act is carelessly writ- 
ten and wfll be difficult for the 
state to enforce even if the 
state administrative officials 
expend their utmost efforts. 


There appear to be technical 


flans and legal questions that 
must be resolved. Yet one 
wonders why these representa- 
tions were not made before 
congressional committees in 
the first instance, and whether 
they are not in fact now being 
cited by the legislature as 
excuses "for continued default 
in a field mat legislators have 
casually ignored for many 
earlier years. 


The unpleasant fact is that 


Wisconsin does not now brave a 
roadside protection policy, oa 
its own initiative of its own 
wilL Such controls as have 
been applied, with some diffi- 
culty it must be admitted, are 
on the new Interstate high- 
ways, upon federal insistence 
and with heavy federal financ- 
ing, hi this legislative session, 
for the first time there are 
wills that would provide a 
calculated state policy on 
roadside beautification.

Assemblyman Norman An- 


derson of Dane County in a 
couple of terms in the legisla- 
ture has shown an imaginative 
and courageous grasp of basic 
conservation issues. Anderson 
was not impressed the other 
day when the Republican ma- 
jority in his house insisted on 
adopting the resolution of ad- 
vice to the Congress. He made 
some good points, as when he 
told about the old school friend 
in Chicago who came to Wis- 
consin for a holiday last 
summer in response to the 
"Beautiful Wisconsin" adver- 
tising campaign that costs the 
state treasury half a million 
dollars a year. 


He was keenly disappointed, 


as his legislative friend re- 
counts it, when he discovered 
that the route he had driven to 
reach his Wisconsin destina- 
tion was a billboard cluttered 
alley. 


Protestations about federal 


violation and interference with 
'•historic"' Wisconsin policy 
are not likely to impress such 
a visitor, or even the Wiscon- 
sin resident who measures the 
typical Wisconsin road view 
against the unspoiled Inter- 
state stretches.
